Four 6muira, Ark., Aug. 18.--At 9 o'clock to- 
Bight a powder magazine on the banks of 
the Poteau River containing 1,200 pounds of 
dynamite and hege of powder biew up, 
Killing two women and shaking the city in 
every quarter. 

It blew the residence of Mrs. Cook into the 
air, Killing Mrs. Oook, ber Gaughter and 

dade instaatiy. 

It also wrecked ten or fifteen dwellings in 
the neighborhood and breaking plate glass 
im hundreds of business houses in the city 
and loosening plastering from almost every 
Gwelling within miles. 

‘ gboating party consisting of A. W. Win- 
tors, Miss Kate Rurley and others, who were 
im the immediate vicinity of the explosion 
at the time, are missing. . 

Parties are out in searchofthem. - 

The powder was stored in the ware-house 
of the Speer Hardware Co., about three- 
fourths of a mile from the city.

Werding of the Netices Given te Railway 
Strikers at Ss. Paal. 


Sr. Patt, Aug. 18.—About forty men who 
lost their places inthe railway strike have 
made arrangements to go to the Cape of 
Good Hope and Johannesburg, South Africa,

CHEMULPoO, Corea (Jaly 28 via San Fran- 
cisco), Aug. 18.—The 264 of Jaly will ever be 
memorable gin the annals of Chinese, 
Corean and Japanese history, for then was 
fired the shot which has already echoed 
throughout the civilized world and perhaps

Loxpor, Aug. 18.--Levi F. Merton, accom- 
panied by bis two younger daughters, 
salled by the steamer Normandiechis morn- 
ing. Ihbad a long conversation with him 
yesterday in Paris, Dut he said he could not 
discuss the question of his acceptanoe of the 
Republican nomination for Governor until 
his arrival in New Yorke. Ua then, he 
gays, it would be improper, as well as use 
less, for him to express any opinion 
either as to the general political 
situation or as to his personal 
intentions. He did say, bowever, that if, as 
is represented In maay letters received dur- 
ing the past few months, it appears on his 
arrival in New York that his candidacy 
would be considered best in the interest of 
his party, he might not feel justifed in re- 
fusing. He thought that on retiring from 
the Vice Presidency he had obtained Onaliy 
freedom from active participation ip politics, 

When I suggested that election to the Gov- 
ernorsbip this fall might lead to the pres 
dential nomination in 1896, he observed: 
„That is a question that must be left to the 
solution of the future. 

Regarding his health, he said that it is now 
entirely satisfactory to his family as well as 
to himself. Since the operation on bis foot 
in January be has been quite as well as for 
years previous. This seemed to mean that 
the operation was successful in removing 
both the causes and the consequences of his 
trouble. It began from an ili-ftting Doot 
and was aggravated by A Mistaken treat- 
ment for gout. When ite real nature was 
discovered, after an abecese had formed on 
the toe, two operations were necessary, the 
toe being finally amputated at the send 
joint. He spent the early summer 
with his family in Londog, and the reports 
at that time ot his serious Ulness were un- 
founded. When I saw him then he bed been 
at the State ball at Buckinghbem Pelee the 
night before and was preparing to go to 
Gravesend to attend a reception on the 
United States cruiser Chicago. For the past 
two monthe he has been traveling through 
Germany and Switserland with his family, 
Dut he did not, as has been reported, take 
the baths at Homburg. 

l asked him if he bad seen Mr. Frank Piatt 
in regard to the Governorship. He said that 
Mr. Fiatt is now on this side of the water. 
bat he had not deen him. Mr. Platt bas not 
been in Paris. Mr. Morton looksin quite as 
robust health as when he was in Washington 
and he walke with only slight evidence of his 
lameness. 

James Varnum, who was the Republican 
candidate for Attorney-General of New Yorks 
in 1689, is in Paris. He has leng been a per- 
sonal and polical friend of Mr. Morton and 
has been with him much during the past 
week. Although Mr. Varnum was President 
of the convention at which Fassett was nom- 
inated three yearsagoand isa strong friend 
of the latter, he sald to-day that it would be 
urwise to renominate Mr. Fassett and that 
Mr. Morton would be a stronger candidate 
this year.

Tariff Heform’s Last Ditch Car-

Nething Short of a Veto ef the Ssmate Bill 
Will Revive the Question New—Crafty 
Werk of the Wiley Conservative Lead- 
er—Murphy Makes a Becord as an 
Orator—Meonday May See No Queram. 


Wasurnotor, D. C., Aug. 18.—Uniess the 
unexpected happens, and the unexpected is 
the veto of the tariff bill, the four free list 
measures passed by the House will slumber 
peacefully in committee unless Congress re- 
convenes in December. It may be that an 
amended sugar bill will be reported before 
adjournment, asa consolation to the minor- 
ity of Democrats who have confessed them- 
selves tricked by the Maryland Machiavelli, 
but its consideration is hardly a remote pos- 
sibility. Senator Gorman and the handful 
of conservatives who have ‘*held up“ tariff 
reform, carried the last ditch to-day and 
brought the long struggle to an end. 

The adroitness of Gorman in defeating a 
com promise was only surpassed by the skill 
with whieh be managed to settle the fate of 
the appendix Dilis. Through ail the 
maneuvering Gorman remained in the bDack- 
ground, like Mephisto inthe garden scene in 
**Faust,’’ and watched the reformers play 
for position, 

First he made the alliance with the Repub- 
licans which shanted the bills in committee. 
Then he watched from afar“the introduction 
of the Murphy resolution,whick placed them 
berond resurrection, and again the Kepubli- 
cans came to the rescue. Gorman, silent, 
smiling and serene, sat in his seat and 
watched the game goon. The Murphy reso- 
lution was adopted to-day, and the rout was 
complete. At the next session, however— 
bat why indulge in dog days speculation? 

No ome wants to Delleve that the unex- 
pected’’ will bappen, bat no one pretends to 
say with any certainty that it will not hap- 


pen. Senator Hill admits that the President 


is the dest politician in the country, and this 
isa good deal for Mr. Hill to admit, and it 10 
possible that the country will wake up some 
Ane morning next week and find that the 
President hag not retired from the feld. If 
the President signe the bill it is the belief of 
those who are close to bim that he will write 
a **memorandum’’ that will give the mem- 
bers of the House a strong platform on which 
to make the fight this fall. 

Mr. Cleveland, in all his phenomenal 
career, has never met with so crushing a de- 
feat, and itis not expected that he will ac.

A Hard Winter in Prospect for Evicted 
Tenants, 


Loxypor, Aug. 18,—The Irish leaders are ex- 
tremely anxious about the outlook in Ire- 


land the coming winter, owing to the rejec- 


tion of the evicted tenants bill by the House 


of Lords. The Paris funds will de available 
for the support of the evicted, Dut the dan- 


ger arises fromthe feeling of exasperation 
and 
the conviction that they are determined not 
to pass any evicted tenants bill, either com- 
pulsory or voluntary, in this Parliament, 
The resentment of the evicted may 
Grive them to commit crime in some 
places. Irish Secretary Moriey might then 
be compelled to take such action as would 
render him so unpopular that the Irish party 
could no longer support the Government. 
To increase the tension the landlords are ar- 
ranging an eviction campaign when the 
winter sets in. If this gs carried out disorder 
willl be sure to follow despite all efforts of 
the leaders to pacify the people. The chief 
hope of averting a dangerous situation lies 
the effect of a report agreed on to-dar by 
Parliamentary select eommittee declaring 
that the intentions of Parliament in passing 
Gladstone's land act in 1981 have deen frus- 
trated by the decisions of the Land Commis- 
sion and of the Appeal Court Judges, and 
recommending the passage of an amending 
bill rectifying the Gefects of the former 
measure and giving clear effect fo the Inten- 
tions of the legisiatere so that tke courts 
cannot defeat them. 

The land act passed in 1881, almed to give 
practically fixity of tenure, free sale and fair 
rents. Tenants were — recs* to appir 
to land courts for a revision of rents, and 
rents so fixed were termed Judicial rents. 
The act was amended in } to extend its 
scope. Asamended, it provided that the 
land commission, baving regard to differ- 
ences in prices affecting egriculture, should 
determine without application, what altera- 
tions ought equitably to be made in judicial 
rents.

Toko an, Japan, Aug. 7 (Via San Fran- 
cisco, Val., Aug. 18).-—The native and foreign 
population are ina State of suppressed ex- 
citement. News has arrived that Japan has 
offered any reparation Great Britain may ac. 
eept tor the sinking of the Kow stunt (also 
calied the Kow #hing), and 8 ot her 
subjects. Japan fears that G t Britain 
may not accept Onancial reparation and will 
only answer the insult by war. 

Through Counsular influence THe Wor.p 
and Post-DisraTcn correspondent had the 
privilege of interviewing many of the om 
clals on the subject, and also meeting and 
accompanying Kurino, His Imperial Ma 
jesty'’s Envoy Extraordinary and Minister to 
the Untied states to thiscity and on board 
the City China, bound for Saa Francisco.

It is assumed that the attack on Wei Hal 
Wel by the Japanese was to test the strength 
of its defenses. If Japan could succeed in 
getting possession of this fort she would 
have a bases of V. in the enemy’s coun- 
try that could not surpassed. itis one of 
the chief naval stations of China and its 
harbor and that of Cheefoo near by would 
Mvat and protect the entire fleets of the 
Vrient. \Wei-Hal-Wel and Uheefoo are the 
nearest cities of Ohina proper to Japan or 
Corea, and lie on the Promontory of Shan 
lung.

VISDICATING A MEMORY. 

Our ancient and honorable friend, Mark 
Twain, has demonstrated the versatility of 
his literary talent by an entirely new de- 
parture, which takes him a long way from 
the domain of The Jumping Frog and 
*‘*Innocents Abroad, in which he has 
hitherto achieved both fame and fortune. 
In the July and August numbers (and ‘‘to 
be continued’’) of the North American 
Review he appears as the champion of «a 
woman who has had more enemies than 
friends, and wno did nothing to provoke 
the enmity except to marry a man who 
afterward became a famous poet. and 
whose admiring biographers have deemed: 
it their duty to brighten hie character by 
blackening hers. It is curieus and sug- 
gestive that the first serious attempt to 
transfer the blackness from the innocent 
to the guilty party should not have been 
made until séventy-eight years after 
the events occurred, and then by an Amer- 
ican humorist. But the humorist prom- 
ises to do his work so thoroughly well that 
no one who carefully reads it will require 
further vindication of its subject.

Eenatorial Reform. 
To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch:

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*‘*MoNOPOLIES and trust, says the 
proposed amendments to the constitution 
of New York; shall never be allowed in 
this State, and no incorporated company, 
copartnership or association of persons in 
this State shall directly or indirectly com- 
bine or make any contract with any other 
incorporated company, foreign or domes- 
tic, through their stockholders or the 
trustees or assignees of such stockholders, 
or with any copartnership or association 
of persons, or in any manner whate ver, 
for the purpose of fixing the prices or 
limiting the productions or regulating the 
transportation of any product or com- 
modity. The Legislature shall pass laws 
for the enforcement of this section by ade- 
quate penalties, and in the case of incor- 
porated companies, if necessary for that 
purpose, may, asa penalty, declare a for- 
feiture of their franchises.’’ This amend- 
ment appears to cover the ground very 
well.

WILL OBSERVE WHAT MONEY 18 SPENT 
: BY CANDIDATES. 


Claimeé That the Law it Pnforeea Will 
Knock Out the Melding ef feparate 
Primaries for Comgresstional Nomina- 
tiene— Penalties for Violating the Stat- 
ute—Local Political News and Gossip. 


The leaders of the Populist party are de- 
termined that the corrupt practices act shall 
be observed in this fall's elections. They 
will wateb closely the statements of election 
expenses of Democratic and Republican 
candidates in State and city elections, and 
they intend to make a contest if the amounts 
expended exceed the sums fxed in the cor- 
rupt practices act. The Populists 
say they have no money and 
they will not permit the Democrats or Re- 
publicans to use more than the law allows. 
It je claimed that the enforcement of the 
corrupt practices act will opligate all parties 
to have the one set of delegates represent 
the wards in the city, Congressional and 
State Senatorial conventions. For instance, 
the Gelegates to the City Con- 
vention from the eleven waras 
comprising the Twelft® Congressional Dis- 
trict, will nominate the candidate for Con- 

ss. Ifa separate primary election were 
eld for Congressione! nominations, the 
candi gates would have to = uo $50 for 
each ward for the expenses of the primaries, 
or $550 in all, which is $50 in excess of the 
sum permitted to Congressioval as- 
to expend in obtain.- 
nemination and election. 
The city conventions will nominate candi- 
dates as follows: Three Circuit Judges, Sher- 
iff, Coroner, Clerk of the Circuit Court, Clerk 
of the Criminal Court, Judge of the Court of 
Oriminal Correction, Prosecuting and Assis- 
tant Prosecuting Attorney, and Recorder of 
Deeds. It ie apparent that the number of 
primary elections will üb reduced to a mini- 
mum it the law is enforced: also that the 
Gelegates elected at the primaries for tne 
city convention, sill nominate candidates 
for Congress and the State Senate. 


Under the corrupt practices act, the can- 
didate who spends, or who allows his friends 
or political backers to spend for himan 
a mount of money in excess of the proportion 
fixed by statute, will be liable to fine if he 
withholds his statement of expense, to im- 
prisonment if he misstates it, and ta be 
ousted from office at any time within his 
term if it shall be found that he spent more 
than hereported to the Recorder of Voters, 
or more than was allowed to under that law. 
Not only this, but the Recorder hpids that he 
must not issue a certificate of elettion tu any 
person until that person shall have filed his 
return of expense, and says he will follow 
the lav strictiy. He also deciares that the 
generosity of citizens not candidates must 
stop. it the law is enforced, and that $1,000 
contributions from wealthy men who ere not 
runoing are now contrary to law. it wffl be 
the duty of the party committees, he gays, 
to inform candidates how much they 
can rend in «a a«iven territory; and 
that the computation must de made 
upon the highest numberof votes cast for 
the candidates forthe same genera! election 
inthe same ward, city, county or State at 
the last preceding general election. The law 
makes demand upon candidates, party men- 
agers, committee Managers, and everybody 
connected with the management of nomi- 
nating conventions or the campaigns that 
follow them, even to mere voters, for all the 
information they possers about fam paign 
contributions, and if the opposthg parties 
watch each other closely enough they will be 
able to stopa great deal of Aziz that is 
— oaarees as ‘‘legitimate, not found 
ont. 


State Committeeman Thornton of the Peo- 
ple’s party has called a conference of the 
representatives of the party. He says the 
new Social Labor party movement ill cata 
very emalliOgureinthbe fall election as com- 
pared with the Populists this fall. Their 
Organization, said Mr. Thornton, ‘*is one 
of propaganda. Its strength lies only in the 
larger cities. The People’s, on the other 
band, is a growing party, extending to every 
township and school district in the state. If 
the Populists should entirely neglect their 
organization iu this city they would lose sev- 
eral thousand votes for their State ticket. 
The headquarters of the Populists of the 
Twelfth Congressional District are in room 
48 Pope’s Theater Baliding. 


The decision of tue Democratic City con- 
tral Committee to dave the Justice of the 
Peace nominations made by the same dee 
gates who sit in the City Convention is l 
most certain to fill the wards with contesting 
Gelegations at the primaries,-which will be 
held about the last of September. The jus- 
ticeship contest has resolved itself into a 
campeign separate and distinct from 
the canvass for city and State 
offices, and will involve different 
men ana conditions. A delegation 
that might sult most of the candidates de- 
fore the general city convention would not 
be apt to suit the candidates of a justice dis- 
trict composed of but two or turee wards. 
The jastices now in office will make their 
campaign ina measure independent of the 
party committees, for different conditions 
willoperate. Hence Gelegations antagonis- 
tic to, or at least indepeadent ofthe Central 
Committeemen of the respective wards may 
be expected to appear in the field on behalf 
of the justiceship candidates.

New Tonk, Aug. 16,—There de no use bay- 
ing realestate on Manhattan Island or of 
putting up any permanent houses, for all the 
bulldings are to be washed away. That is 
what Prof. J. W. ape foresees as a re- 
sult of the steady sinking of the American 
Continent which % Row going on 
and which he. has accurately o- 
served and measured. ue is one of the lead- 
ing ‘scientists who are pow gathered 
in Brooklyn, and has only recently vacated 
the chair of official geologist ofthe State of 
Georgia, Desides being well kKnewn 
in geological circles throughout the world, 
He made an address early in the week before 
the American Geological Society in the room 
which it has been occupying, and on Friday 
last read another paper entitled The Later 
Geological Changes tn Cuba. 

A$ & practical geologist his work has led 
him into Cuba and among the West indies, 
aod he has traveled extensively through the 
western seas and along the Atlantic sea- 
board. He spent last winter in the West In- 
dies and there toun@ much to confirm his 
earlier belief, based on observations on the 
seaboard of tte United States, that the whole 
continent was ‘steadily sinking. and that 
Loulsiana, for instance, had already gone 
Gown 8,000 feet. 


THE PROFESSOR SPEAKS. 

He was seen to-day and asked to state ex 
actly how the sinkingot the continent was to 
affect New York. He desired to be accurate- 
ly quoted, and dictated the following: 

The eastern and southeastern part of the 


continent and the West Indies were in 
recent yearg from 8,00 to 12,000 feet higher 
than now, with vreat canons cutting across 
the marin like the canons of the West. This 
last period of high continental elevation 
came, down almost to modern times. 
Then the continent ey subsided, 
so siowly as not to rm or deface the 
forms of the old van asa general thing, 
and then sunk toa few hundred feet below 
the present, soas to Dring the shores of the 
Atlantic up to the Piedmont escarpment, 
and reuched epthe Mississippi Valley to lili- 
nols. since then the. contingent has risen, 
and with some minor local orciliations, But 
at the present time the coast of New Jersey 
is sinking at the rateof two feet a century, 
That movement extends inland provably to 
the mountains. 


SOUTHERE COASTS. 

The coast of tue Southern States and 
Floridas is sinking, as alsoisthe coast of the 
Gulf of Mexico, bet the movement is slow 
aud not Known to exceed a foot a century. 


Some points of Cuba seem to be rising; on 
the other hand, Labrador ana the country 
north is rising. The western endof Lake 
Ontario also appears to be rising at the rate 
of two and a hall feet per cemtury;: While 
the region along the northern end of Lake 
Champiain is rising four feet a century. 
The Niagara District is rising about a foot 
and a quarter, but the western end of Lake 
Erie is stationary. these minor 
movements there are mountain movements 
that are difficult to measure Dut that are 
apparent. Those are the most recent 
changes. The key to these movements is 
found in the Wesfindies,and, though known 
now to a considerable degree of accuracy, 
yet needs much more research. The high 
continental condition is Comparable to that 
of Thibetand Asia. in New York City there 
is no use of makiag any more leases for 
ninety-nine years. The n is 
that by that time all the low iands 
will be under water. Newark and parts of 
Jersey City are not now more thaa a couple 
of feet above high water, and in a couple of 
hundred years they will be flooded. The 
City of New York is only a few feet higher, 
and many parts are iow. The recent high 
elevations, like that of Thibet, will re- 
quire the revision of nearly all the phe- 
pomena of physical geology that we have 
been pursuing for many years, such as the 
ice age, the distribution of the glaciers and 
the distribution and extinction of animals. 
As to the distribation of animals in the pe- 
riod immediately preeeding the modern 
there were native horses, elephants and 
tapirs in the eastern part of the United 
States.

SUBSIDERECE GRADUAL. 

He was asked whether the steady sinking 
of New York City, which ts going on, and 
which ought to raise the value of real estate 
on Murray Hill, as compared with that on 


Canal street, would not make itself felt tn the 
cracking and falling down of tall Dalidings, 
tne fall of masonry and the throwing out of 
plumb of Trinity steeple. He answered: 
Not at all. The subsidence is gradual and 
even.

On the other hand, there is the 
continent making movement, Wich is a 
ntle undulation, extending over 
undreds of thousands of miles. The 
gentle undulations, which are not meas- 
ured, but for which there is no eause. On 
the coast of New Jersey the salt Swamps are 
now encroaching on the land. In some 
places the waves will wash away the Diuffs 
and do not produce any other effects. But 
in other cases, where the coast ts bounded 
by the swamps, they are now extend- 
ing inland. in these swamps there are 
codar trees which have fallen on 
each other. Even five growths ot these 
cedar trees have been found in Jersey 
swamps on top of each other, and all are 
now entirely under water. It is estimated 
that those five trunks indicated a la of 
1,500 years. ‘Cedars are of slow growt® and 
12 .

States man-of-war Iroquois was lying at 
anchor inthe harborof Valparaiso, Chill. 
In that region at that time thetrade winds 
blow fiercely from the north and are de 
structive to shipping so much so that al 
vessels thereabouts seek a place of shelter. 

Along the coast of Chilli there is no place 
so safe as under the protecting wing of the 
island ot Juan Fernandes, situated 865 miles 
off shore. At this time, and for years, de- 
fore, whalers stopped at the island for 
water. inis was all they could get there, 
unless it would be some beef from the Single 
Uhoalo, who oecupied the only ten acres on 
the island which were at all productive. This 
Choalo was one of the many haif-breeds—a 
mixture of Spanish and negro blood—who in- 
habit the countries south of the equator. 
Possibly he isa ndant ot Crusoe’s Good 
Man Friday. 

When tbe windy or winter season came on 
the commanding officer of the Iroquols de- 
termined upon putting in a portioa of the 
winter at the leeward of the isiand. They 
were there probably three weeks, and the 
seamen and officers made frequent excur- 
sions about t + island. They had heard of 
the tablet erec d in memory of Selkirk and 
determined to visit im. This tablet was exe- 
cuted in 1868 by Messrs. J. Child & Son of Val- 
paraiso, but the fact of its existence was 
never widely known. At the point where the 
ship lay the islands ran upto a height of at 
least 1,000 feet in almost a perpendicular line 
from the shore. Juan Fernandes Island 
abounds in rocky peaks which reach a height 
in some instances of 4,000 feet, 

The Jack Tars, notwithstanding the frown- 
ing mass of rock in front of them, resolved 
to scale its side bent on visiting the scenes 
made memorable 18 Selkirk’s 
lonely vigil nearly years before. But 
nimble as they were, in spite of powerful 
limbs tratned in climbing on board ship, the 
saliors found that the trip up tue rocks wae 
beyond them.

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THE CHORAL’S FUTURE. 


Mr. Otten Saye the Orchestra Question Is 
a Bard One to Auswer. 


The Choral Symphony Society ts still consia- 
ering the several applications it has received 
for Mr. Joseph Otten’s vacant conductorship. 
but nothing defiaite has yet been done. Mr. 
Otten feels sure that whoever succeeds him 
will nad the same difficulties which he fied 
from and when questioned about the future 


of the society he said: 

As it does not seem tobe clear to some 
readers of the SUNDAY Posr-Dispatca why 
1 resigned the conductorship of the Choral- 
symphony Society rather than continue with 
a reduced number of concerts, I will go into 
particulars a little more. 

No matter who willl preside over the so- 
ciety’s destiny in the future, the question 
for him to solve will bethe orchestra ques- 
tion. A city of metropolitan proportions, 
aspirations and ambitions cannot de such 
uniess it bas its universities, libraries, art 
museums, musical societies and educational 
institutions generally, which put it on a 
level with other cities which pass as models 
in this regard. Wile these institutions sat- 
isfy the cravings and intellectual needs of 
those who have already acquired culture, 
they serve the far greater end of furnishing 
the opportunity for acquiring those at- 
tributes constituting the higher life to the 
much more numerous class which desires 
aad aspires, but has not yet attained them. 

‘*To furnish the many this opportunity, 
schools, libraries and art Museums are sub- 
sidised by the State,asin Europe, or en- 
dowed by individuals, as in this country. 
There is this marked difference, however, 
between the conditions inthe old country 
and in ours, that there the State Includes 
music in its support and bounty, and that 
here the notion seems to be entertained, by 
some at least, that music oughtto pay for 
itself. 

**That art, lathe right sense, is elevating 
and comsequently educational is universally 
conceded. That te art of musicisas pow- 
erfal an agent la that direction as any of its 
sisters has been recogaized from the time of 
Plato to our day Dy all enlightened indi- 
viduals and peodles, and hence needs no 
demonstration. ' 

‘“Tpere is no country at all where the 
mixed chorus flourishesto the extent that 
it does lu ours, poteven excepting England. 
To be sure, in Germany they have their 
powerful singing societies Composed of men 
and women, Dut only in the large cities, 
whereas youfind the maennerchor every- 
where. In France, italy and Belgium it is 
pactically :mpossibie to perform an oratorio 
unless you bring into requisition the pro- 
fessional and paid chorister. This accounts 
for the fact that the ‘Messfah’ was per- 
formed forthe first time in Paris only ten 
years ago. The ‘Orpheon’in these coun- 
tries corresponds tothe male chorus of the 
Germans. 

In our land the father aud mother, son and 
daughter participate inthe performance of 
the works of the masters. Choral culture, 
being essentially a matter in which the 
whole family is Interested, it follows that in 
our country itis rooted deeperin the life of 
the people than it isin any other. 

„Hence we see innumerable — socie- 
ties springing up all over the land. In the 
East there is hardly a town of 5,000 inhabi- 
tants which does not attempt its anaual per- 
formance of the ‘Messiah.’ Now, m order 
to perform this and similar works in an ade- 
quate and satisfactory manner it is neces- 
gary that there should be not oniy a good 
chorus, but also superior soloists and an or- 
chestra capable of fulfilling ali the require- 
ments of the composition. But such an or- 
chestra does not exist in every community 
and cannot be made on the spur ofthe mo- 
ment. It has to grow and gradually develop 
that homo«eneity and unity of feeling which 
comes from constant ensembie practice. 
Recognizing this, New Yor, Boston and Chi- 
cago have endowed their orchestras; Vincin- 
patiison the point of takingasimiiar step, 
and Philadeipuia, Baltimore and other cities 
— tus desideratum and are trying to 

In. 

inst. Louis the present condition is the 
result of a number of years of development. 
Those that bave been associated. with 
or have taken an interest in the 
society either as active members or sub- 
scribers have bad an opportunity of witness- 
ing the gradual growth. Every 2 of 
the concerts can judgefor himself of what 
has been accomplished. To reduce the num- 
bers of comcerts is to remove the cause 
which has produced the present result. If 
the musicians co 4 orchestra have 
to continue making their living playing at

Cleared of Many Obstacles by the Close 
of Tariff Legislation, 


ADJOURNMENT OF CONGRESS REMOVES 
A SOURCE OF FEVERISHNESS. 


Gold May Soon Begin to Flow This Way 
From Eurcpe—Several Hopeful Symp- 
toms ofa Business Revival Motieed in 
Wall Street—The Railway Situatioa— 
Furlington’s Dividend. 


New Yorxk, Aug. 18.—As Chairman Wilson 
remarked of his bill when he received it back 
from the Senate, so it may be said of the 
stock market, that it contains certain clear 
propositions. On a proper recognition of 
these there rests the best estimate of the 
financial outlook, It is possible to say the 
tariff adjustment is finished. The President 
may signa, veto or allow the bill to become a 
law without his signature. In any event 
there is now left only the limited choice be- 
tween the Senate dill and the McKinley law, 
and there is no excuse for the dullness which 
business men have said was due to uncer- 
tainty. There are sigms already that 
a certain measure of revival is 


at band, but it will take months 
now before it will be possible to say 
with certainty thatthe change is a perma- 
nent one. It is certain there is room for im- 
provement. Some otber features which are 
worthy of consideration may de noticed. 
Rallway earnings are now comparing with a 
period when depression had begun, and con- 
sequently no such severe losses as have been 
reported lately are to be looked for. Two 
exceptions should de noted. 

The frst is in the comparison of the earn- 
ings of those roads which enjoyed the cream 
of the World's Fair passenger traffic. From 
the middle of August last year rill the closing 
of the Fair the passenger earnings were 
swollen. July earnings this year will also 
have their poor showing qualified dy the 
knowledge of the cause—the great rallway 
strike. It is to be hoped that even the tran- 
stent revival wi!l tend to offset the provable 
heavy decreases to be reported against the 
flush period of World’s Fair trafic, and 
owing to the extreme measures taken during 
the strike, the loss in net earnings is prob- 
leratic. 

Comparatively clear salling seemsto be 
abead of us for a few months at least. The 
adjournment of Congress will remove a 
steady source of feverishness from the situa- 
tion. The members go home without having 
provided the hoped for bill for the relief of 
the railways by legalizing pooling, nor have 
they empowered the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury with suitable methods for executing the 
affairs of his trust. Justly or uniustly the 
security market is always uneasy when they 
are in session. The Treasury will probably 
receive some assistance irom the heavy 
withdrawals of bonded goods and the neces- 
sity for the shipment West and South of 
small notes for the crop movement, Whether 
the gold reserve will be further strengthenea 
by a bond issue seems to depend entirely on 
the extent of relief forthcoming 
from the two sources mentioned and 
the operations of the new revenue Dill if 
there isone. The continuous weakness on the 
foreign exchanges has started some of the 
talk of the beginning of an inflow of gold, 
which at present seems premature, but it is 
at least a lavoravle sign; again it seems im- 
possible that the money market should de- 
come so Gisarranged that rates unfavorable 
to borrowers should develop, and the slight 
advance in commercial paper is a most 
wholesome symptom. The only fear is that 
it may not continue long enough to show 
that the revival is more than a spasmodic 
one. These are some of the features through 
which the jmarke as passed, which sur- 
round and which lie before it. 

A survey of the technical speculative posi- 
tion may also aid a clear judgment of the 
outlook, It cannot de denied that the trad- 
ing remains professional. The recent ad- 
vance was due tothe covering of the short 
interest. The amount of outs interest at- 
tracted has not been large. The absolute in- 
difference shown tothe adverse outlook of 
the past six months fs not likely to change to 
apprebension oa the approach of more 
favorable conditions, It would appear tbat 
the holders of investments have a better

It is 
understood, and usually stipulated by the 
manufacturer, that the goods will be placed 
on the market at the price he names, 

The temptation tocut down the commis- 
sion for the sake of larger sales, to make a 

run on one brand at the ex pan of others is 
almost constantly Defore the eyes of the job- 
ber, and evasion of the agreement is dificult 
to detect. The Wholesale Grocers’ Associa- 
tion was organized for the purpose of 
remedyin similar complaints and the To- 
bacco Jobbers’ Association will probably be 
constructed on similar lines. 


ADMITS BEING IN IT. 
Mr. Peter Hauptmann of Freter Haupt- 
mann & Co. admitted that the facts stated 
are substantially true and that his firm 


willenter the agreement. Mr. Hauptman 
said the rivalry between manufacturers was 
usually strong esough to prevent a dealer 
from being boycotted. He called attention 
to another abuse that is possible and some- 
times practiced under present conditions. 

A dishonest dealer secures a big stock of 
tobacco, clearé them out ata discount, fans 
in business and leaves the manufacturer 
**holding the bac.

Joseph Cunning- 
ham and Chris J. Stroole have been arrested 
on the charge of burning the house, and sre 
now lockedupat the Kast Side Police Sta-

William Herrick and wife, Stroole and 
wifeand Cunningham occupied the house 
that was burned. One family lived in each 
side down stairs, and Cunningham slept in 


the upper part, an unfinished attic. Her- 
rick is a boss carpenter, employed by A. W. 
Helm derger & Co. of 610 Garrison avenue, St. 
Louls, contractors who are engaged 
in the construction dwellings 
at Alta Sita on property owned 
or controlied by John J. Meyer & sons, room 
123, Laciede Building, st. Louis. Stroole is 
an expert powder worker, employed at the 
Weilssenborn freworks factory, one mile east 
of Alta Sita, and Cunningham is a laborer 
who has been out of employment for eigh- 


teen mon ° 
The Are was discovered about 10. o’clock 
ght, and the news was brought 
to t Louis yesterday by Herrick, 
who suspected Stroole aud Cunningham 
of having caused it. Herrick communicated 
his suspicion to Chief of Police Walsh, and 
about noon he returned to Alta Sita in com- 
with Detectives Kinney and 
Late yesterday afternoon the 
,Getectives came back to Kast St. 
‘Louis with Cunningham and &Stroole, having 
arrested them on a warrant obtained by 
Herrick in Justice McKane’s court, charging 
them with arson. 
» The story Herrick told the kast Side police 
was substantially this: Stroole and his wife 
moved outof the house Friday, taking ali 
their Delongings but a stove and an old 
clock. and Cunningham went with them. 
Herrick, who was the real tenant 
and had control of the house, had 
previousiy notified them to leave. About 
8:30 o’clock Friday night Stroole and @un- 
ningham retufned witha spring wagon for 
the stove and clock and remained inthe 
house about thirty minutes, Some time after 
their departure Herrick and his wite re- 
tired, but were awakened about 10 o'clock 
by the smell of smoke and the crackling 
sound of fames. They grabbed their cloth 
ing and rushed outside to find the 
upper part of the house was 
Durning. Before the fames reached the 
lower part, three explosions in the attic 
occurred, causing the roof to fall in. The 
reports of the explosions awakened several 
neighbors, who hurried to the place, but 
arrived too late to save either the building 
or its comtents.

Lobo, Aug. 18.—Who wrote the 
letters? 

That is a question which hasagitated the 
literary and historical worlds for more than 
acentury. The authorship of these famous 
letters has been regarded as one of the great 
ensolvabie mysteries like the personality of 
the Maninthe Iron Mask and the fate of 
Louis XVII. It seems now, however, after 
the lapse of more than 123 years, that dis- 
coveries madedn England within the past 
few weeks, together with the work of an 
expert in handwriting, have settled the mat- 
ter beyond a doubt. 

Curiously enougb, an American is brought 
into the plot whereby the authorship of the

letters was concealed, and it seems by no 
means impossible that some of the letters 
were written in this country and sent across 
the Atlantic, although their real author, 
while employing an American kinsman as an 
amanuensis, remained in Kugland. 

The first letter bearing the signature of 
Janius made its appearance in the Public Ad. 
vertiser, in Kugland. for Nov. 21, 1768, but it 
was not until the following January that the 
regular series of political attacks over this 
signature commenced with an assault on the 
characters of the Duke of Grafton ani Lord 
North. Junius boasted that his identity 
would never be discovered. The letters, 


from the vigor and clearness of their 
style and the bitterness with 
which they attacked eminent public 
men, attracted instant attention. Junius, 
in his open letter in January, said of the

° Francis, the author of the work, is a 
surviving grandson of Sir Philip Francis, and 
in **Junius Kevealed’’ he attempted to prove 
that Sir Philip Franeis was Junius. In this 

succeeded in making it seem more 
probable than ever that Sir Philip Francis 
was Junius, but ag to absolute proof there 
was none: The imcontrovertible evidente 
which alone could settle a dispute so long 
stending and in which there were so many 
rival claimants with much to be said on their 
behalf, was altogether wanting. This has 
now, it appears, turned up. 

SIR PHILIP’S VERSES. 

On Wednesday, June 27, Mr. C. C. Puller, 
a gentleman connected with th: Eig 'i3 
Treasury, called at the house of Mr. Francis, 
bringing with him two original documents. 


Mr. Puller is a great-grandson of a lady of 
whom Sir Philip Francis was an admtrer, ang 
to whom he addressed some verses at Bath 
in 1770-71; At that time Sir Francis was ac- 
compénied by a cousin named Tilghinan, 
whose home was at Philadelphia, Pa. One 
ofthe documents which Mr. Fuller produced 
showed the Bath verses in the hand of Tiigh- 
man. The other was the wrapper with a 
Urtef note in which the verses bad been sent 
to the falr Belinda. It was addressed in 
the hand of Junius. 

Not very long before the death of the 
widow ofsir Philip Francis, his grandson 
had received from her a copy ofthese verses 
in the handwriting of Sir Philip Francis. 
Upon the occasion of the visit to his house of 
ir. Puller on June 27, of this year, Mr. Fran- 
cis brought out his copy of the verses for the 
purpose of comparison. G. S. Inglis, whols 
the leading English expert in handwriting, 
was present at the time. 

He examined the three documents. Mr. 
Inglis made the surprising discovery that all 
ttiree were written in portions of the same 
paper. This was ahbown by the texture and 
water mark. Thus the three documents 
written at Bath on the same paper by dun 
ius, Frapcisand Tilghman were once more 
brought together after a lapse of 128 years. 
wr. Inglis thereupon began a series of com- 
parisons of handwritingin these and other 
Jocuments which convinced him that Fran- 
cis aud Junius were one andthe same per- 
son. The most importent of these papers is 
a corrected proof sheet of Junius’ letter to 
Hlackstone bearing the handwriting of sir 
William Francis. This is shown by three 
comperisons which Mr. Inglis bas cleverly 
made. : 

CORRECTED PROOFS. 


The date of the letter, 29 July, 1769, was 
inserted after the type was Qrstsetup. r. 
Inglis places this side by side with the dates 
Of two authentic letters of Francis written in 


the same month of the same year, anc an 
examination shows that they are all unques- 
tlopably inthe same hand. but the correc- 
tions inthe letter to Blackstone were made 
lu a Gifferent hand—that is, the handwriting 
of Junius. This, however, was only a 
feigned handwriting, purposely disguised to 
wara off suspicion, although Franci3 ap- 
parently was not so careless as to allow the 
proof to go out of his possession bearing his 
natural handwriting io what Mr. Inglis calls 
the unobiiterated date. 
1ne letter to j lackstone, with additions 
and corrections, shown in the illustration, 
appeared in this form when it was first pub- 
ished. There wasno posstole way, judging 
from the testimony of printers and publish- 
ers at the trial, in which Sir Phillip Francis 
could have possessed himself of a proofsheet 
of ome of the letters before its publication 
unless he was in fact Junius. The fact of his 
undoubted hasdwriting being upon this 
proofsheet along with the corrections of the 
author, stamps bim, in the mind of Mr. 
inglis, Enxztand’s great expert, as Junius. 
But Mr. Inglis basestablished this in another 
nanner. he has shown that the note which 
accompanied the verses sent to“ Benda“ at 
Bath was in tas handwriting of Junius. He 
hasshown thatthe verses inclosed at that 
time were in a disguised bandwriting of 
‘ilighman, whom he proves to have acted as 
the amanuensis of Sir Philip Francis, and he 
aiso shows that Francis was the author of 
the verses and kept the original copy, which 
waawritten om paper identical in texture 
and water-mark with that upon which the 
note and the verses were written. 


AUTHENTICITY OF THE DOCUMENT. 

The manner in which Francis’ copy of 
these verses came to be preserved is pe 
cullar. Some years subsequent to their au- 
thorship, Sir Philip Francis, who seems to 


have been a great admirer of the fair sex, 
married Miss Emma Watkins as his second 
wife. During their courtship she asked Sir 
Walterin a friendly letter whether he had 
any specimens of his youthfal poetry. In re- 
ply he sent her three sets of verses, one of 
which was the poetry inspired at Bath by 
Miss Glies, or Belinda. This is the copy 
Lady Francis gave before her death to H. Kk. 
Francis,and by means of which Mr. Inglis 
has pow been able to directly connect Junius 
with Sir Philip Fraacis. 

Francis and his American cousin Tilghman 
appear to have conducted an elaborate con- 
spiracy,as each wrote a disguised hand. It 
is proba ne that Tilghman was the only iv. 
ing man who knew that Sir Philip Francis 
was the much-sought Junius and that Fran- 
cis took him into his confidencein order to 
carry on the deception. Tilghman’s disguised 
band was a clever imitation of the natural 
writing of Francis. 

Mr. Inglis has shown that Tüghman sent 
to Francis in 1778 a copyof Bath verses ana 
identified the handwriting with thatof the 
copy of the same verses sent to Miss Giles 
three years previous. 

Sir Pulp Francis was born in 1740 and died 
In 1818. He entered, when a young man, the 
indian in Service, and was sent in 1774, 
subsegtent tothe publication of the Juaius 
letters, to Bengal as a member of the new 
Councl appointed under the act ot 17763. He 
distinguished himself Dy the violence of his 
1 — ion to Warren Hastings. Keturning 
to Engand in 1781, he entered Parliament in 
1784, vhere he joined the Opposition and 
stimuhted the impeachment of Warren 
Hastings. He received Many favors from 
and listed on intimate terms with many of 
thoseittacked most fiercely in the Junius 
letters.

Eve was a biondeof the English type of 
beauty. From the same source of informa- 
sion it seems that ‘‘she freckied.** Being 
the first edition of womanhood, her liver 
presumably was all right, and 80 her freckles 
must have been caused by the sun. A 
squeeze of lemon jaice, a Iittie mik and wild 
honey applied before going to her moss-cor- 
ered bed would have removed them.
